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The year of 2012 is drawing to 

a close and what a 12 months it has 
been. Google unleashed not one but two 
amazing Nexus tablets upon the world, 
plus another great Nexus smartphone. 
Apple released the thinner and lighter 
iPhone that its fans have been waiting 
for and surprised by shipping a thinner 
and lighter iPad that iOS fans didn't 

now they wanted — but have been lov- 
ing anyway. Microsoft pulled off near- 
simultaneous launches of Windows 8 
and Windows Phone 8 and RIM ... well, 
RIM gave us something to look forward 
to in 2013. 

Thankfully we won't have to wait 
long. We knew a January 30th event 
was happening and this week we got 
the formal invite to the BlackBerry 10 
unveiling. It happens early in the morn- 
ing in New York City, meaning you West 
Coast BlackBerry addicts will need to 
dial your alarm clocks way back to the 
dark hours if you want to join along as 
we give it the full liveblog treatment. 

That wasn't the most talked about 
tech story this week, though. Not by 
a long shot. That honor undoubtedly 
goes to Instagram tweaking its Terms of 
Service — the sort of minutia that typi-

cally goes unnoticed. Not this time. The 
first update relates to sharing user data 
with parent company Facebook, which 
should come as no surprise, but it's the 
second update that really caused the 
muck to fly. 

That update states: "a business 
or other entity may pay [Instagram] 
to display your username, likeness, 
photos (along with any associated 
metadata) and/or actions you take, 
in connection with paid or sponsored 
content or promotions, without any 
compensation to you." In other words, 
Instagram can sell access to your vin- 
tage-look photos, a detail that caused 
a flurry of defections to Flickr and 
other social photo sites. 

But, the important bit was the "paid 
or sponsored content or promotions" 
caveat. Co-founder Kevin Systrom hast- 
ily provided an update to clarify the in- 
tent here was to allow Instagram to use 
the photos of its members internally so 
that companies who are looking to ex- 
pand their presence on the site can en- 
gage in some "innovative advertising." 
Like, say, including a photo of a friend 
of yours and saying, "So-and-so likes 
Gamier hair care products." 



This, Systrom says, would be an al- 
ternative to ugly banner ads — and, it 
must be said, is exactly the kind of ad- 
vertising we're inundated with on Face- 
book every day. Granted, nobody likes 
those ads, but they've hardly caused the 
mass of Facebook's users to flee. Sys- 
trom also specified that Instagram pho- 
tos would not be sold to third parties, 
meaning your exhaustive collection of 
artistic latte foam photos is safe from 
unwanted commercialization. 

In other bits of legal drama, the Sam- 
sung v. Apple battle continues, but both 
parties got a bit of a smackdown. First 
was Apple, denied an injunction request 
to block all sales of Samsung devices. 
Judge Koh stated, "The present case in- 
volves lost sales — not a lost ability to be 
a viable market participant." Samsung, 
meanwhile, had its request for a retrial 
denied. The company's lawyers had ar- 
gued jury misconduct but, as the court 
didn't even allow a hearing on the sub- 
ject, that seems to have been a bit of a 
shot in the dark. The $1,049,393,540 
verdict remains. Cash or check? 

While Facebook and Instagram re- 
ceived a wee bit of attention for plans to 
share data, Apple and Foursquare raised 
eyebrows after the Wall Street Journal 
suggested a deal would see the two build- 
ing check-ins right into the next version 
of iOS. While we don't know exactly what 
sort of harmonious social partnership 
will arise, it would certainly explain Ap- 
ple SVP Eddy Cue's curious check-in at 
his own office last week. 



Finally, Google has brought its Google 
Play scan and match feature to the US. 
The service looks at your local collection 
of music and identifies those tracks au- 
tomatically, making them instantly avail- 
able for access through Google's systems. 
It'll certainly save you some time upload- 
ing and, if you ripped your tracks in low 
quality, you might get a boost there, too, 
with Google using up to 320Kbps encod- 
ing. It's free, too, which is always nice. 

In this week's Distro we're looking 
back, back into time, at all of the year's 
top stories, going month by month 
across all the happenings that your egg- 
nog-clouded mind may or may not re- 
call — and highlighting some CrapGad- 
gets we all tried to forget. (May you find 
none in your stocking this holiday sea- 
son.) In Modem World, Joshua Fruh- 
linger explains why there's no shame 
in using a phone that is (gasp) more 
than a year old and director / photogra- 
pher Timothy Saccenti makes his way 
through our QGA.

While planet Earth hiJs yet to meet its 
demise, THE END OF 2012 IS NIGH. It was 

a year of lengthy legal battles and shifting 
power dynamics in the tech industry. It 
brought with it great advancements and 
even greater failures — and, for some, the 
promise of the end of days. We've combed 
our archives to bring you just a few of 
the stories that made the biggest impact 
on our reporting this year. Herewith, an 
abridged look back at the year that was. 
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JANUARY 1ST 

Following a year of production delays 
for its high-end KARMA HYBRID, Ameri- 
can automaker Fisker officially recalled 
239 vehicles. A malfunction with its 
Li-ion batteries was found to increase 



the risk of an electrical short circuit 
and fire. This was far from the end of 
the company's woes. In August, a Kar- 
ma owner returned from the grocery 
store to find the EV engulfed in flames. 




JANUARY 8TH 

At CES, Acer announced the "world's 
thinnest Ultrabook ," the ASPIRE 
S5. The 13.3-inch notebook boast- 
ed a thickness of 0.6 inch and a 
weight just under three pounds. 
Though other systems like the 
0.5-inch Samsung Series 9 would 
out-svelte the S5 later in the year, 
Acer's machine showed that the 
race for the slimmest system was 
kicking into high gear. 





JANUARY 9TH 

Also at CES, Nokia unveiled the long- 
rumored LUMIA900 smartphone 
as an AT&T exclusive. We liked its 
8-megapixel rear camera, strong per- 
formance and blazing LTE speeds, 
but its successor, the 
Lumia 920, would 
wow us even 
more when it 
debuted in 
the fall.

years-long effort to ^ivJL^i 
integrate a wholesale 
4G LTE network with 

satellite coverage was quashed by the National 
Executive Committee for Space-Based Positioning, 
Navigation and Timing, which found that the tech- 
nology could interfere with GPS equipment. This 
came on the heels of Sprint reneging its 15-year 
resource-sharing agreement with LightSquared, 
and set the tone for many defeats on the compa- 
ny's eventual road to bankruptcy. 
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JANUARY 19TH 

Federal prosecutors shut down popular 
file-sharing site Megaupload in the US, 
indicting founder Kim Dotcom 
and others for copyright viola- 
tion, conspiracy to commit rack- 
eteering and other alleged illegal 
activities in the process. The 
takedown coincided with the high-pro- 
file online piracy debates brought about 
by the PIPA and SOPA bills. Megaupload 
has yet to rise from the dead. 




JANUARY19TH: 

Kodak filed for Chapter 11 bankruptcy in 
New York, with the goal of emerging with a 
completely reorganized business by 2013. 
The company received $950 million in 
debtor-in-possession financing, which it 
said would bolster liquidity and working 
capital. As a sign not only of the company's 
troubles, but also of the decline of non-dig- 
ital photography, Kodak even sold the iconic 
film arm of its business later in the year. 
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JANUARY 20TH 

Following statements of opposition from Google, Face- 
book, Twitter and just about every other major tech 
company, the US Senate and House decided to delay 
votes on PIPA and SOPA, respectively. The controversial 
anti-piracy bills called for greater government authority 
for banning websites that infringe copyrighted mate- 
rial. They've remained in limbo ever since.

JANUARY 22ND 

After months of investor back- 
lash — and the underwhelming 
launch of the PlayBook — RIM 
announced a switch-up at the 
top. Co-chief executives Jim Bal- 
sillie and Mike Lazaridis stepped 
down from their positions, and 
COOTHORSTEN HEINS was ap- 
pointed to take over as CEO. The 
news was coupled with rumors 
that Heins would license the 
BlackBerry 10 operating system to 
other handset manufacturers.

FEBRUARY 2ND 

The internet got a first look at the WINDOWS PHONE 8 operat- 
ing system, codenamed Apollo, when an internal Microsoft vid- 
eo leaked. In it, Windows Phone manager Joe Belfiore described 
support for dual-core CPUs, four screen resolutions, NFC and 
also hinted at Skype integration. When the OS was released at 
the end of October, all those features were indeed there.

GOOGLE NOW 

While most of the tech I was look- 
ing forward to in 2012 [OLED, tablets 
/second-screen apps, Ultraviolet 
and so many more] failed to deliver, 
Google's search enhancement came out of 
nowhere and stole the crown. It intelligently 
assembles much of the information I've put into Google's myriad 
services and presents it to me when and where I need it. There's a 
hint of Skynet creepiness, but the benefits make it worthwhile. 
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FEBRUARY 13TH 

Apple announced that 
Foxconn, one of its major 
manufacturing outlets — 
and the subject of media 
scrutiny due to worker 
suicides and a factory ex- 
plosion — would receive a 
voluntary audit from the 
Fair Labor Association 
at factories in Shenzhen 
and Chengdu, China. The 
report was said to cover 
working and living condi- 
tions and would include 
polling thousands of 
employees. 

FEBRUARY 13TH 

The US Justice Depart- 
ment followed the lead 
of European regulators 
and gave the green light 
to Google's acquisition 
of Motorola Mobility. The 
$12.5 billion purchase 
was subject to close in- 
spection due to concern 
that it would cause com- 
petition issues, though 
Mountain View made it 
clear it was just inter- 
ested in Moto's patent 
portfolio to bolster the 
Android ecosystem. 
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FEBRUARY 20TH 

Following reports that Google bypassed 
Safari's privacy features by tracking 
users through web ads, Microsoft found 
the search giant was also bypassing 
security settings in Internet Explorer to 
track users via cookies. Mountain View 
responded by calling Microsoft out for 
using a "widely non-operational" P3P 
protocol for privacy protection. 

FEBRUARY 22ND 

While it was released in Japan in De- 
cember of 2011, Sony's PS Vita [known 
previously as the Next Genera- 
PQ tion Portable] finally made its 
1 2 stateside debut, nearly a year 

after Nintendo's 3DS hit shelves. 



FEBRUARY 26TH 
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At Mobile World Congress in Barcelona, HTC 
launched its new flagship handset, the ONE X. 
Along with the One S and One V also announced 
at the show, the phone represented a step away 
from brand dilution and toward a more unified 
line of products for HTC. Our reviewers gave top 
marks to the phone, applauding its attractive 
polycarbonate unibody design, Gorilla Glass- 
coated display and fantastic camera. The addi- 
tion of ATST LTE only sweetened the package. 
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FEBRUARY 27TH 

Nokia had a big MWC announcement of its own: the 808 PUREVIEW 
a handset running the Symbian Belle OS on a 1.3GHz single-core chip 
and offering a ho-hum 640 x 360, 4-inch screen. But the 808 really 
stood out for being the first smartphone with ultra-high-end camera 
technology: the shooter boasted a full 41 megapixels and a Carl Zeiss 
lens capable of continuous-focus 1080p. 
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FEBRUARY 29TH 

The world's cheapest mini-Linux

It's like a Swiss Army 
knife for production; it just needs 
a 4K motion camera and light 
meter and I'd be very happy. 



Which do you look back upon 
most fondly? 

I miss my MiniDisc player days. 
That revolutionized how one 
could record audio and being a 
music-obsessed person that for- 
mat suited me perfectly. 

Which company does the most to 
push the industry? 

I'm not such an industry-based 




person as I move from fine art to 
commercials to music videos con- 
stantly, but for motion, the Red 
cameras, and for still, the Phase 
One systems have massive mo- 
mentum improving their products 
every day on a professional level. 

What is your operating system 
of choice? 

I'm a photographer, so I operate 
with cameras mostly. For adver- 
tising work I use the Hasselblad 
H4D system (even though it's a 
bit too slow for me) and for edi- 
torial I use the Canon system but 
with Zeiss prime lenses. They are 
very fast lenses. For motion we 
shoot a lot of low-light scenes so 
I use the ARRI Alexa system, usu- 
ally with Cooke lenses. 

What are your favorite gadget names? 

My favorite is "lil-leko." It's slang 
for a type of motion light.
